 ATTACK OF CIVIL SERVICE SYSTEM.
An nttnek on the elvil service Iaw,
which it was annormoesd before the meet-
ing of eongross would be made, has been
formally startea. A conference of re-
publican representatives, at which sixty,
or & few more than onefourth the re.
publicanr members of the house, were
present, appolnted a commlittee to devise
n plan of action for securing n change in
the civil serviee lnw. How the law is
regarded by these republlean nssallants
wns shown In the remarks of some- of
them In the houvse of ropresentatives
lnst week.,  Mr, Grosvenor of Ohlo, who
I8 the leader of the movement, made ong
of lils charneteristic atineks on the law
and Mr. Brown, another Ohlo represent-
ative, denounesd the lnw as an aboming-
tlon., Theee gontlomen and thelr asso-
clntes In the war on the civil service
system pretend that they do not desive
the repeal of the law, but simply Its
modifieation, 1t Is diicult to have any
faith in this profession.  The tenor of
thelr ik warrnnts the belief that their
nim is to nltimately accomplish the aboli-
tion of the system.  As Mr. Johnson of
Indinna, who ably replied to the assall-
ants of the law, said, they do ot dare
to attempt the open rvepeal of the act,
but seek to attack it covertly and insidi-
ously. “Tlhey pose,” sald Mr. Johnson,
“as ‘real elvil gerviee reformers’ who
want to prune the exeresconces, but 1
subinlt that the real nim and porpose,
when we get to the bottom facts, Is to
doestroy the lnw by plecemont, i it be
not possible to overthrow it at one fell
stroke.”  Were these encmies of the
civil service system to secure the changes
or modifientions in the law they now
nsk thore can be no  doubt bHut they
would follow up thelr sueeess with a de-
mand for further.changes and thus step
by step destroy the merlt system and
restore the spoils systom.,

There s very little Fanger, however, of
thig opposition to elvll servico reform ae-
eomplishing anything if the friends of
that poliey <o thele duty,  Among the
sixty republicans who attended the con.
forenee fow exort much ifluence and it
Is noteworthy that this meeting did not
have the countenanee of the republican
lenders in the house.  Mr, Reed and
M. Dingleg were notyIn attendance and
while the ehafrmen of a number of com-
mittees were In the meeting the whole
numbor present congtituted only & small
minority of the republicans in the house,
It is possible that some of those who
stayed daway arve ing sympathy with the
moavement, but the probability Is that
the conforence  folly  represented the
strength on the vepubliean slde of the
house of the  opposition  to the civil
serviee system oandd In that case M
Grosvenor amd his followers have en-
tered  upon a hopeless crusade. Not
only is there a lavge majority of thele
party representatives against them, in-
cluding the lenders, but President Mes
Kinley has distinetly deelared that he
will upliold nnad extend the elvil serviee
system,  What hope, therefore, can the
eneinies of the system have of ae-
complishing thelr purpose?  They uas.
sort that publie sentiment is with them.
On the contrary intellizent and unpreju-
diced public sentiment is  overwhelm-
Ingly against them.  This is abundantly
evideneed in the position of the press of
the country.  There is no policy more
lirmly grounded in the approval of the
people than that of elvil service veform,

WEYLER'S RESENTMENT.

The resentment Shown by General
Weyler at 'resident Mellinley's arenign-
ment of the polley of that oflicer in Culbn,
which 18 characterized by Weyler as an
insult to Spain and the Spanish army, Is
doubtless shored hy the adherents of the
Canovas governiment, bhut it)ls not to be
apprehendidd that Weyler, thongh he un-
doubtedly has many syupiathizers, will
be able to Diring about, as he doubtless
desires to do, any hostile popular demon-
stration agalnst the United States, That
hie is anxious to make himself the leader
af the element in Spaln which heartily
hntes Ameriea there ean be no doubt, but
it wonld appear from the fallure of the
atterapt to get up au ovation for him on
his arvvival in Madeid that lie is not likely
to gehleve that distinetlon,  That what-
ever influenee he may bhave will be ex-
erted 1o keep alive anti-American feeling
is to be expected, for his dislike of this
conntry I8 intcnse aud hitter, but we do
not think be is o very dangerous man,
His utter fuflure in Cuba from a mili-
tary polut of view ouglhit to diseredit him
with the army and the more intelligent
nmong the Spanish people know what o
costly experiment his polley was,

Bo far as the Amerviean people are con-
cerned they care nothing  about  what
Weoylor may say or do. They fully ap-
prove the ntterances of Presldent Me-
Kinley, which were made upon ungnes-
tionable authority and fw view of the
fucts are exceedingly moderate,

DEALING WITH THE SEALS.

Congress appears disposed to deal with
the seal question o advanee of the re.
sult of the pemding negotinttons hnying
for thelr object an Internationsl agree-
ment fop the preservition of the senls
and the vestoration of the herd to Its
former proportions, A bill has been ve-
ported in both the senate and the honse
prohibiting the killing of fur seals in the
wiators of the North Paclfie ocean by
Amerienn citizens and presevibing pen-
altles of fine and lmprlsonment for vio-
Intlon of the act. This is the proper
collrse for our government to take aml
there ought w be no opposition to the
proposed  legislation. In prohibiting
pelagle seallng by our own people we
should be copslstent with our conten-
tlon for putting n stop to the open-sea
slaughter of the fur seal and whether
sitch action would have any effect upon
the Dominfon govermment or unot |t
wounld ot least ploce this government in
i proper position, 1t ds bardly to be ex-
pected that any concesslon will be wnde
by Canada in this matter because it has
made the adjustient of this question
contingent upon other matters, the set-
tlement of which, Iif ever effected, is
vowoie, 11 s probably safe to sy, there-
fore, that the Canadian government will
hold out for pelagle sealing and of courap
it will be sustained in this position by
the British government,

In that eveut it may be expedient for

h Lo provide Wemselves wits Md[
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prohibition: of pelagle seallng by 'ts own
citizons and apply the drastic policy pro-
posed by Mr, Dingley 1n the last con.
gress of killing all the seal within ita
Jurisdiction and dlspoging of the furs for
the henefit of the public treasury. A bill
making provision for this & to be In-
trodlueed in the honse and favorable ac-
tion on It o the event of the Canadian
government refusing to enter into a snts
fefactory arrangement for putting an
end to Indiscriminate seal killing, s
more than probable.  Doubtless sentl-
mental rensons will be urged against
such o conrse, but It swould e no more
barbarous than leaving the scal to he
slaughtered by the pelagle hiwnters, who
mnke no diserimination ns to sex In
thelr killing, and in Hringing to a close
an Irritating controversy, 1t would be in
the Intercst of peace. Soonar or later,
under existing conditions, the exterming-
tion of the seal hord is inevitable and if
the reasonable proposals of our governs
mett for the protection of the seals are
not aceepted it would be good public
polley fo wipe out the couse of con-
Lroversy,

WANTED=A GREAT SUMMER HOTEL
Now that the mngnitude of the exposi-
tion g beginning to dawn upon this com-
munity the most serlous problem that
confronts It is to make provision for
ample hotel accomthodations. It is ad-
mitted by all who are conversant with
existing donditions that this Is the weak-
est point in Ownha’s exposition project,
There will doubitless be n suflicient num-
DLer of ordinary hotels to accomimodate
all the people of moderate pretensions,
bt there Is a lamentable want of hotel
facilities Tor the entertainment of guesis
that are willing to pay for elegant
quarters and accominodations that are
to be found in all large cities. For this
class of visltors Omaha must improvise
one or more hotels bullt on the senside
and mountain summer resort plin,  Such
stroetiires ean be bullt on very short
notice and yot afford luxurious appoint-
ments during the exposition season. A
hotel Dallding covering a whole square,
constructed upon the snme order as the
exposition buildings and contalning 1,200
rovms, 150 ef which may be provided
with baths, can be ereeted for from 60
000 to $TH,000, At $1.50 a day on the
average for each room and not connring
the Income from  restuurants, boarber
shops, news and cigar stands and other
silesrooms on the gronnd floor, the reve-
nues wonld repay the cost of the build-
ing and leave a balancee of from $60,000
tor S$T5,000 to the inyestors.

Assuming that such a hotel building
was donated owtright af the close of the
pxposition to the owners of the ground
to pay for s occupaney, the enterprise
would still be a paying investmont,  As-
stnne that the stroeture were abandoned
Yo hotel purposes, its copyersion Into
onw or more assembly, halls ov into an
armory would still ennble the owner to
mulke it yield suffcient revenne to pay
taxes and iInterest at 5 per cent upon
the value of the ground.

This estimate Is by vo menns chimer-

teal, nor Is the time for eareying it into
offect too shiort. It will be rememboered
that George FPrancis Train buoilt the
Cozgeens hotel within sixty days, when
the faellities for rapid construction were
not balf as good as they are now, It
will also be remembered that the Coxzens
hipuse wias equal to the best of hotels in
its day except in the charncter of the
material of whieh it was bullt. In these
davs of machine-made woodwork, orna-
woental - stafl, glazed tling, porcelain
hath  tubs,  electrie  lamps, It need
not take more than ninety days to im-
provise a hotel of eolossal proportions
with econvenlences and  appointments
that will satisfy the wants of the most
fastldious tourist,
Who will undertake this enterprise?
There certalnly shiould be suflicient pub-
le splrit among  loeal  capitalists to
vinture upon an invesunent that cannot
fadl to yield handsome returns In aovery
few months. In so dolng they will not
decrense the revenue of existing hotels,
Oun the contrary the fallure to lmprovise
one or woere of these mamimoth hotels
will keep hundreds, if not thonsands, of
tonrists and visltors away from Omaha
who would otherwise attend the exposi-
tion.

THE INTERNATIONAL BALANCE.

The month of Noveniber was o vecord
breaker In the value of exports from the
United States, it being  estimated by
treasury officials that the nggregate ex-
coedq S100,000,000, making a larze addi-
tlon to the internationnl bhalance in favor
of this country, During the first four
wonths of the curvent fseal year the bals
ance in favor of the United States
amounted to $164,000,000 and at this
time 1y is In the nelghborhood of $200,-
000,000, BExports continue on a liberal
seale and largely In exeess of lmports, so
thnt the forelgn trade balauce not only
goes o1 growing in our faver, but this
nppears 1ikely to be the conditlon for a
yoeur 1o eome,
Under sueh elreonmstances the qnestion
natneally suggests ltsell why  there s
not o large inflow of gold from BEurope.
With o heavy and growing balanee of
teade 10 would seem that there ought 1o
bie o steady steenm of gold pouring into
the Unbied States from Buropean eoun-
tries that have bought our commodities.
Why there s not is explalned by the faet
thut money to the omonnt of wany mil-
lons of dollnrs—ong  financial  Jonrnal
states the amwount to be not less than
S40,000,000 —due from Eurape Is allowed
1o remain there bheenuse there Is no use
for it here and the interest rate abroad is
higher, Thus it was recently stated that
solne S12,000,000 of bills of exchange
were being held back In New York as
temporary fnvestients instead of belng
sent o Lurope in the vswal course of
rentization, while SS000000 due In mer-
cantilg necounts by Beplin and London to
Noew York houses Is kept open at interest,
partly us an accommodation to Britsh
and Germnn bankers and partly because
the difference between Interest at New
York and at the Buropean centors yields
a profit to New York on these virtun]
loins.

This is an extraordinary situation and
I8 pecullarly Interesting as an iliustra-
tion of our present financlal resourees.
Of conrse sooner or later an outflow of
gold from Eutepe to the Unlted Blates
is Inevitable and then the question of

The governoreloct of Iowa, who has
been & membegef several Methadist con-

The mayor 18 the ehilef executive officer
of the city and in the official discharge
of his duty every oflicer of the eity Is
in duty bound to obey his orders. To
this the chifef of police can b no excep-
tlon. There can be no two heads to a
city government, and while the police
commission hias a pright to establigh and
enforee rules for the government of the
police, the mayor unguestionably has
the rlght to direct] the chief of police 1o
carry out any order he may deem
necessary for the proper enforeement of
the law. Any other Interpretation of
the powers and duties of the chief ox-
eentive of the eity wust lead to disorder
and anarchy,

The declaration of a London newspn-
per that the president’'s  message  has
“disappointed everybody In the attempt
to give universal satlsfaction” Is of ltself
proof that the message had many, good
qualities,  Any message prepaved by an
Ameriean president that niterly fails in
pleasing the London newspipers mnst '
worth something to the Amerlean people.

The case of Alaska Is In no way parallel.

Due Diligencer Exerclsed In Prevents
ing Fillbustering.
New York Sun,

If fpaln has had any hege of making an
Alabamn case for damages out of the escape
of a few unlawful expeditions from our shores
to Cuba Jt ought to be dlspelled by Secretary
Gage's report,

Only Lalr a dozen small vessels, he says,
have guecessfully landed such expeditions, al-
thotigh there were 15,085 Amerlean vessols
“of a desctiptlon and localily avallable for
fillbustering purposed,” and fewor than fifty
have had any share o such expedlitions, al-
though the rewards offered for success were
&0 high and the distance to be run was so
amall,

That these expeditions were sp few is due
vory largely to the vigor and vigilance of our
government. For out of sixly alleged ex-
peditions, counting both the rare supteascs
and the numerbus fallures. Spaln has broken
up enly four, while our revenue cutters have
vaptired seven vossels and 115 men, brolen

up two expeditions, and held thirteen sus-
pected vessels under wateh, 1n the last
thirty months we have had elght revenuo

outters, with aggrogate crews of 317 men,
crulging an aggregate of 76,708 milew, occupy-
Ing what would ba 1286 months for a single
vesgel, patroling the coast primarily for the
exceuntlon of ouwr neuwtrallty laws and prae-
toally In Spata’s Inlerests.

Seeretary Guaee puts the case In a out-
ghell when e declares that, “Af the Spanish
patrol of 22000 miles of Cubian cost had
frustrated one-1alf the number of expedl-
tlons which were frustrated by the United
Siates authorities along a coast line of 6,740
miles, not ong man or one cariridge would
have besn illieltly landed in Cuba from the
United States.” Aad yet Spaln complaing
that we heve not done cnough,

It must be obrerved that Secretury Gage s
reporting only on the work of the revenup
outters, Lelonglng 1o the Treasury depart-
